Huge Pulley Tears Loose, 


Crashes 150 Feet. 


BATON ROUGE, La., Aug. 24. 
(P)—A huge steel pulley block, 
weighing nearly a ton, hurtled to- 
day from atop the Mississippi 
river bridge tunder construction 
here, killing three workmen.

Tourists Advised to Leave.

Museums in London were closed 
and steps were taken to move art 
treasures to safer places; precious 
stained glass windows in Canter- 
bury cathedral were being remov- 
ed and taken to an unknown un- 
derground vault: all London schco!

possible evacuation of children to 
the country. 

The tenor of all this preparation 
was one of calmness and determi- 
nation. This was a keynote sound- 
ed for the nation by tall, 70-vear- 
old Chamberlain in a speech to 
the house of commons. reviewing 
recent events and urging passage 
of the war-time emergency bill. 

Explains Position. 

Chamberlain told commons that 
Wednesday's diplomatic message to 
Chancellor Hitler, delivered by the 
British ambassador and restating

Nation's Unity Stressed.

Text of Chamberlain Speech Summarizing War 


Crisis for Parliament 


LONDON, Aug. 24.—(AP)—The 
fext of Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain's speech to the house of com- 
mons follows: 

In the last debate we had upon 
foreign affairs, which place 

July 31, I observed that the Dan- 
zig situation required very care- 
ful watching. I expressed my 
anxiety about the pace at which 
the accumulation of war weapons 
proceeding throughout

I referred to the poisoning of 
public opinion by propaganda 
which was going on, and 1 de- 
clared that if that could be stop- 


ped, and if some action could be 


taken to restore confidence, I did 
not believe that there was any 
question which could not be solved 


‘by peaceful discussion. 


Imminent Perils of War. 

I am sorry to say that there 
have been no signs since of any 
such action, but on the contrary 
the international position § has 
steadily deteriorated until today 
we find ourselves confronted with 
the imminent perils of war. 


At the beginning of August, a 
dispute arose between the Polish 
government and the Danzig sen- 
ate as to the position and func- 
tions of certain Polish customs of- 
ficials. It was not a question of 
major importance. Many more 
acute difficulties have been easily 
settled in the past in less tense 
conditions and in this case dis- 
cussions had actually begun be- 
tween the parties last week. 

While these discussions were in 
progress the German press opened 
a violent campaign § against the 
Polish government. They declared 
that Danzig could not be the sub- 
ject of any conference or any 
compromise, but that it must come 
back to the Reich at once uncon- 
ditionally. 

Like Czech Propaganda. 

They went further, and linked 
up the question with the question 
of the corridor and attacked the 
whole policy and attitude of the 
Polish government and published 
circumstantial accounts of alleged 
ill-treatment of Germans living in 
Poland. 

We have no means of checking 
the accuracy of these stories, but 
we cannot help being struck by 
the fact that they bear a strong 
resemblance to similar allegations 
that were made in respect of the 
Sudeten-German in Czechoslav- 
akia. 

We must also remember that 
there is a large Polish minority in 
vermany and that the treatment 
of that minority has also been the 
subject of bitter complaint by the 
Polish government. 

There is no subject which 
calculated to arouse ill-feeling in 
any country more than statements 
about the ill-treatment of people 
of their own race in another coun- 
try.

Berlin Reaction Resented. 

I do not propose this afternoon 
to pass any final judgment upon 
the incident. That, I think would 
be premature until we have had 
an opportunity of consulting with 


‘the French government as to the 


meaning and consequences of this 
agreement, the text of which was 
only published this morning, but 
the question which the govern- 
ment had to consider when they 
learned of this announcement was 
what effect, if any, this changed 
situation would have upon their 
own policy. 

In Berlin the announcement was 
hailed with extraordinary cyni- 
cism as a great diplomatic victory 
which removed any danger of war 
Since we and the French would 
no longer be likely to fulfil our 
obligations to Poland. We felt it 
our first duty to remove any such 
dangerous impression. 

Obligation to Poland, 


The house will recollect that the 
undertaking which we have given 
to Poland was given before any 
agreement was talked of with Rus- 
sia and that it was not in any way 
made dependent on any such 
agreement being reached, how 
could we with honor go back upon 
such an obligation which we had 
so often and so plainly repeated? 

Therefore our first act was to 
issue a statement that our obliga- 
tions to Poland and other coun- 
tries remained unaffected 

These obligations rest upon 
agreed statements made to the 
house of commons to which effect 
has been given in treaties which 
are at present in an advanced 
stage of negotiation. These 
treaties, when concluded, will 
formally define our obligations, 
but they do not in any way alter, 
add to or subtract from the obliga- 
tions of mutual assistance which 
had already been accepted. 

Denies Acts of Menace, 

The communique which we is- 
sued to the press after the meeting 
of the cabinet this week spoke 
also of certain further measures 
of defense which we have taken. 
As I have said, Germany has an 
immense army of men already un- 
der arms and military prepara- 
tions of all kinds have been and 
are being carried on on a vast 
scale in that country. 

The measures that we have 
taken up to now are of a precau- 
tionary character. Nothing can 
affect the determination to put 
this country in a state of prepared- 
ness to meet any emergency, but 
I wish emphatically to repudiate 
any suggestion, if such suggestion 
should be made, that these meas- 
ures imply an act of menace. 

Nothing that we have done or 
that we propose to do, menaces 
the legitimate interests of Ger- 
many. 

Bank Rate Increased. 

It is no act of menace to pre- 
pare to help friends to defend 
themselves against force. If neigh- 
bors, wishing to live together in 
peaceful and friendly relations,

action, it is not a menace if the’ 
others announce their intention of

There is in this connection a 
contribution to be made by citi- 
zens generally.

Next, by scrupulously 
observing the chancellor’s request 
that capital should not at present 
be sent or moved out of the coun- 
try, and finally by holding no 
more foreign assets than are 
strictly required for the normal 
purpose of the business.

His Majesty’s govern- 
ment felt that this was all the 
more necessary having regard to 
the reports which we had received 
as to the military movements tak- 
ing place in Germany and as to 
the then projected German-Soviet 
agreement. 

I, therefore, made it plain, as 
had been done in the communique 
issued after the cabinet met on 
Tuesday, that if the case should 
arise His Majesty's government 
were resolved and prepared to em- 
ploy without delay all the forces 
> their command. 

On numerous occasions I have 
stated my conviction that war be- 
tween our two countries, admit- 
ted on all sides to be the greatest 
calamity that could occur, is not 
desired either by our own people 
or by the German people. 

Asked for Truce. 

With this fact in mind I in- 
formed the German chancellor 
that in our view there was noth- 
ing in the questions arising be- 
tween Poland and Germany whicn 
could not and should not be re- 
solved without the use of force if 
only a situation of confidence 
could be restored. 

We have expressed our willing- 
ness to assist in creating the con- 
ditions in which such negotiations 
could take place, but the present 
state of tension creates great dif- 
ficulties, and I expressed the view 
that if there could be a truce on 
all sides to press polemics and to 
all incitement, suitable conditions 
might be established for direct 
negotiations between Germany 
and Poland upon the points be- 
tween them. 

Nazis Demand Free Hand. 

The negotiations could, of 
course, deal also with complaints 
made on either side about the 
treatment of minorities, but the 
German chancellor's reply in- 
cludes what amounts to a restate- 
ment of the German thesis, that in 
eastern Europe Germany should 
have a free hand. 

If we or any other country hav- 
ing less direct interest in this the- 
sis, chooses to interfere, the blame 
for the ensuing conflict will be 
ours. 

This thesis entirely misappre- 
hends the British position.

WARSAW, Aug 24.—(/P)—A 
sharp definition of Poland’s “limit 
of forbearance” was believed in 
some quarters to be under con- 
sideration tonight as this war-born 
and war-threatened nation of 35,-

Some of the reports envisaged a 
possible sharp warning from Po- 
land to the excited Free City of 
Danzig—a warning which would 
state clearly and concisely what 
would be considered “unacceptable 
violation” of Polish rights.

There was no confirmation here 
of reports that Foreign Minister 
Jozef Beck had been invited to 
Berchtesgaden by Adolf Hitler, and 
it was generally held that the 
Polish minister would not consider 
such an in ‘itation.

So Far Finds That State 
Lawmakers Differ 
Widely on Program.

First replies to Governor Rivers’ 
newest legislative poll brought 
few signs yesterday of agreement 
on any program to meet Georgia's 
fiscal problems—an agreement 
which the executive says must 
exist before he will summon an 
extra session. 

Letters and telegrams brought 
advice to confer with former Gov- 
ernor Talmadge, renewed attacks 
on the present administration and 
flat refusals to make any advance 
commitments—but little indication 
of any legislative single-minded- 
ness, 

The communications made 
public by the writers—were in the 
main from legislators long in op- 
position to the Governor. The lat- 
ter said he had received few re- 
plies as yet and was unwilling to 
accept the scattered expres 
as proof the Jegislature was dead- 
locked and nothing could be ac- 
complished by a session 

Declines to Forecast. 

Representative Herschel Lovctt, 
of Laurens, declined to forecast hi 
stand on recommendations of the 
economy committee and other 
queries put by the Governor, and 
observed: “My vote , will be 
cast upon the floor of the genera 
assembly and not in the Gover- 
nor’s office.” 

Lovett asked the Governor to 
outline a definite remedial plan. 

“Having assumed dictatorial 
powers as Governor of Georgia, 
and being responsible for the pres- 
ent financial condition of the 
state,” he said, “it occurs to me 
that before you demand any com- 
mittal from members of the gen- 
eral assembly upon the issues re- 
ferred to in your letter, that you 
as the Governor of Georgia, should 
offer some definite program to af- 
ford the greatly needed relief to 
which you refer.” 

Advice to Governor Rivers to 
seek help from Talmadge in get- 
ting Georgia “out of the mess it 
is in” came from Representative 
Randall. Evans, of McDuffie, for- 
mer Talmadge lieutenant and re- 
cent unsuccessful candidate for 
speaker of the house. 

Representative John M. For- 
rester, of Crisp, also a Talmadge 
admirer, advocated enactment of 
a 20 per cent luxury tax to pay 
Georgia school teachers. 

Meanwhile, Governor’ Rivers 
said he found a trend opinion 
toward diversion of highway funds 
to meet the state’s immediate fis- 
cal obligations. 

Outright opposition to a session 
was expressed by Representative 
Evans. who warned “No matter 
what is said now, there will be 
an effort to impose additional! 
taxes if we meet in extra session.”

Starchy Food

I wonder what you will say 
writes a reader from the 
Your article about 


hydrates and starchy food, and 
that animals do not eat them and 
that’s why they stay streamlined. 
I reckon you haven't seen horses 
and cattle being fattened. (S.G.W.) 

Perhaps you were dizzy when 
you read such remarkable asser- 
tions in my column, Friend W., 
for certainly I never wrote them, 
and while the printers sometimes 
play terrible pranks with copy I 
hardly believe they would go that 
far. 

What I said and what I now re- 
peat is that most people consume 


carbohydrate food, refined carbo- 


hydrates, such as starch, sugars, 
pastry, cake, candy, syrups, etc., 
to excess, eat more of such re- 


_ fined carbohydrates than they can 


burn or use, and the excess tends 
to pile up in superfluous fat. 

Referring to animals, I said that 
animals not under domestic care 
do not eat more than they need 
and hence do not become too fat— 
except animals that hibernate and 
purposefully store up fat to keep 
them warm and supply the limited 
vital energy they use during hi- 
bernation., 

Everybody requires a reasonable 
amount of fats and carbohydrates 
(sugars and starches) daily, and 
no one, not even a fat parson who 
should reduce, can “lay off” from 
such food without serious risk of 
ruining health or perhaps bringing 
on grave illness, if by “laying off” 
you mean excluding such food 
from the diet. 

Of course animals eat fats and 


' carbohydrate.

In our section of the world it is impossible 
to classify the fast-moving events. We are 
conscious that tremendous events are in move- 
ment, that the brazen-hoofed horses of the 
Apocalypse are about to be loosed to ride down 
the skies; that armies are marching and planes 
ready. 

A few things may be classified. The bomb- 
shell of Germany’s treaty with Russia did not, 
as Germany obviously expected, shatter the 
morale of Poland and her allies, England and 
France. The treaty at least let England know 
where Russia stands. 

Premier Chamberlain's statement to the 
house of commons revealed again the honesty 
of that most inept of premiers who continually 
has been duped by the diplomacy of rival na- 
tions. 

The President of the United States launched 
a plea for peace addressed to the King of Italy, 
the theoretical head of the Italian government. 
It was a simple and yet powerful plea. It may 
have the effect of causing Italy to make a 
definite stand against German aggression. Italy 
stands to gain nothing at all from war. Japan 
must seriously be considering her position 
should war come. 

Meanwhile the air is filled with radio briefs 
and with the prayers of millions of the earth's 
people. Indeed, if prayers had material sub- 
stance, it is not too exaggerated a statement to 


down on a break with the third-term tradi- 
tion. And a butcher’s thumb, it is needless to 
say, carries weight. 


Our Position—If War Comes 


If war comes the President of the United 
States will, it may be assumed, immediately 
call congress into session. He must then order 
the neutrality act in force. 

Then the floods will break. 


There will come the tremendous pressure 
of propaganda. There will come the pressure 
of our own pressure groups, the pacifists, who 
wish to let the enemy do as it wishes; the 
crackpots who make demands of fantastic 
character; the enemies of,America, who will 
sabotage and try to muddy the waters; the 
Communists and Fascists, now strangely broth- 
ers but always brothers under the skin, who 
will seek to betray, hinder and make difficult 
any and all our positions, the Isolationists and 
the Interventionists who will insist upon their 
courses. 

The neutrality act does not affect the ex- 
port of non-military supplies. Our exports to 
Germany and Italy presumably will cease be- 
cause of the blockade which presumably will 
be imposed. They are not large today in com- 
parison with what they were in 1914. We 
hardly can insist on passing a blockade to carry 
food and supplies to the Axis powers. 

The embargo on arms would cause an im- 
mediate crisis. England and France have or- 
ders for planes which are much less than half 
filled. There will be immediate pressure for 
delivery and, from our own isolationists, pres- 
sure to prohibit delivery. . 

It would seem now that it might have been 
the better policy to have repealed the embargo 
act and to permit any who wish to come—in 
their own ships—and buy and remove supplies. 
That probably will be done—if war comes. 

Sentiment in America will be with France 
and England but this will be tinged with a 
cynicism created by the last world war and our 
relations, including the war debt problems, with 
the Allies. 

It will require calm heads to withstand the 
pressure of propaganda and emotionalism from 
all quarters. 


Unemployment Compensation 

With the announcement that more than 
$2,000,000 have been paid in seven months to 
jobless workers of the state—that is, workers 
who have been laid off—under the Georgia Un- 
employment Compensation law, the impression 
of the statute becomes more favorable. Checks 
to the number of 337,000 were written through 
August 16. 

Naturally the large counties, representing 
the industrial centers of the state, were the 
greatest beneficiaries. Fulton, DeKalb, Bibb, 
Richmond, Muscogee and Chatham counties, 
having paid in the greater amounts in indus- 
trial pay roll taxes, drew back most of the 
benefits. 


In March, 61,316 temporarily laid-off work- 
ers received $340,930. This was the peak month 
of the year so far’ January, with only 3,326 
eligibles and $20,393 paid in compensation, was 
at the bottom of the list. 


Under the law eligible laid-off workers re- 
ceive approximately one-half of their average 
full-time weekly wage, but in no instance more 
than $15 a week. Fifteen dollars a week to a 
man without a job is no mean compensation, 
especially when he knows he is entitled to it; 
that it is no hand-out. The maximum total

THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


IF WAR COMES WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—The reception ac- 

corded news of the Russo-German non- 
aggression pact nicely illustrated the nonchalance developed among 
American ‘businessmen by long habituation to European crises. If 
the pact means anything, it means that the alternatives have prob- 
ably been narrowed to war, or peaceful surrender to Germany of a 
great war's spoils, which, in turn, holds forth the prospect of a 
world endlessly agitated by the demands of a dominant Reich. Yet, 
on the stock exchanges, the barometers of American business opin- 
ion, the initial reaction was favorable. 

The explanation was that, disagreeable as the alternative to war 
might be, it was thought the immediate chance of fighting had been 
reduced. In truth, businessmen have abandoned the unequal strug- 
gle to take the long view in international problems, putting their 
thinking on a strictly day-to-day basis. One reason why they can 
do so is that every possible preparation has been made to maintain 
order in the financial and securities markets if and when strong 
measures become necessary. 


JOINT HIGH COMMAND If war comes, upsetting the calcu- 


lations of the traders, the stock ex- 
changes will fee] the first effects. Their leader, the powerful New 
York exchange, has its plans complete to the last detail. During 
previous crises, the plans were carefully discussed with officials of 
the SEC, Federal Reserve Board and Treasury, who fully approved. 
They were also talked over by the President and SEC Chairman 
Jerome Frank shortly before the President left for his vacation. 
They will take effect at the first sign of war panic and, it 1s actually 
hoped, will make it unnecessary to close the exchange’s doors for 
more than a day or so. Some officials even predict that it will be 
possible not to close the exchange at all. 

In shaping the plans, exchange and SEC officials have not tried 
to foresee the future. They have simply arranged to meet the future 
as it comes. The exchange’s part will be to keep the floor staffed 
with brokers, specialists and employes, to hold continuing meetings 
of the governing board, and to have its officials working on the 
floor in co-operation with government observers. The SEC’s part 
will be to supply the floor observers, to hold continuing commission 
meetings, and to maintain uninterrupted contact with the White 
House, Treasury and Reserve Board. 

Thus, the entire machinery of the exchange and of the govern- 
ment will be geared together, ready to be steered in whatever direc- 
tion seems advisable. The hope of keeping the exchange open is 
founded on the notion that ostentatious parade of all this prepara- 
tion will prevent panic selling. If panic selling comes, however, 
there will be no shilly-shallying. The exchange can be closed, if 
need be, at a moment's notice, or selling may be placed on a re- 
stricted basis, with trading confined to specified price ranges. 


SCURRY, SCURRY To handle broad policy for the govern- 


ment, an interdepartmental committee, in- 
Reserve Board and Treasury representatives, has 
already been set up. The three agencies have also sounded out 
the general situation. One sounding, for example, is understood 
to have been taken by the Treasury, in seeking confirmation of the 
report that, in event of war, Great Britain will nationalize all her 
citizens’ foreign securities, form a liquidation corporation, and dis- 
pose of them in an orderly fashion. Other prospective belligerents 
are expected to follow the British lead, which means that the heavy 
ungoverned foreign selling, so demoralizing to the exchanges in 
1914, will be avoided if another world war comes. 

Officials of the Reserve Board state that their agency will also 
stand ready to prop up the banking system, offering loans on gov- 
ernment bonds at the first signs of bank weakness. Meanwhile, the 
stabilization fund will be operating in the currency market, hold- 
ing the dollar reasonably steady. The current co-operation between 
the American, British, French and other treasuries joined in the 
so-called tripartite agreement probably must come to an end in 
wartime. But. with rigid exchange control enforced by all bellig- 
erent nations, currency panic is even less likely than stock market 
panic. 

To be sure, in the long view, afl these preparations seem like 
the scurrying of ants whose hill is being trampled by an ox. But 
possibly that is another reason why businessmen and others prefer

GREATEST GEORGIA JOURNALIST? CALHOUN, Ga, 

Aug. 24-—Going 
north on the Dixie highway out of Calhoun, where the 58th annual 
session of the Georgia Press Association is convened, one may look 
to the right and see there a statue of an Indian. 

Those who know him and his story are in the habit of 
bringing the right hand sharply up in salute as their cars pass by. 
He merits it. 

In fact, one could sustain the statement that the Indian on the 
pedestal is the greatest journalist Georgia ever produced. Certainly 
he is one of the great men of all time. And assuredly does the 
Press Association of Oklahoma already call him the father of jour- 
nalism in that state. The giant redwood trees in California are 
named for him and his intellect. 

The statue is of Sequoya. It is not a faithful likeness, but its 
purpose is to give him honor. And it does. 

_Perhaps the most remarkable man who ever lived on Georgia 
soil, he was a mixed-breed Cherokee. He solved a problem until 
then unsolved in the linguistic science. And his name is known 
in the great institutes of the world and wherever the science of 
phonetics is studied. 

His alphabet, which he took from:his vast intellect, enabled 
books, magazines, Bibles and a newspaper to be published at New 
Echota, a then flourishing Indian trading town not far from what 
is now Calhoun. He was taken to Oklahoma territory in the tragic 
and unnecessarily cruel removal of the Cherokee Indians and there 
he began publishing a newspaper, to become the father of journal- 
ism in that section. 


AT NEW ECHOTA New Echota, where the Coosawattee and 
Connasauga rivers converge, was a Cher- 
okee village, the capital ot the Cherokee nation. 

There was published, in 1828, “The Cherokee Phoenix.” 

Little is known about Sequoya’s ancestry. His father is un- 
known. He was a white man. Sequoya spent his early years as 
did other members of the tribe. On a hunting trip he was injured 
and left a cripple. He did not like the white man but he saw that 
reading and writing gave the white man a tremendous advantage. 
He believed, properly, that, education was the basis of the white 
man’s civilization. We seem to have forgotten that fact, at least 
temporarily. 

No one can imagine his mental processes. He had not the re- 
motest suggestion as to how to begin. He could not do what others 
had done in bygone centuries—invent hieroglyphs. Picture writing 
would not do. He needed only a few symbols, not hundreds or 
thousands. The ancients employed symbols. The crippled, un- 
educated Indian delved into the science of pure phonetics. He 
counted and classified the sounds found in the Cherokee language. 
He found 85. Then he set himself about the really colossal task 
of making symbols for those sounds. 

_ He was addicted to the white man’s whisky and his wife nagged 
him. | For 12 long years he worked on his alphabet. Then his wife, 
convinced he was crazy, threw his bark carvings into the fire. He 
did the job over again. 

In 1821 he had done his job. In a few months hundreds and 
then thousands of Indians learned to. write and read their language 
oe for reading and writing by the crippled member of their 
ribe. 

In 1824 parts of the Bible were published in his language. 


THE INDIAN NEWSPAPER The first North American Indian 

newspaper followed in 1828, the 
press and type having been made in the east and shipped to Georgia. 
It came from Boston to Augusta and was brought 200 miles by 
wagon to New Echota. 

The Phoenix, published in Cherokee and English, was published 
from 1828 to 1835 when the removal of the Cherokee nation, which 
had its own treaty and owned its own newspaper, forced suspension. 
Other papers followed in Indian Territory, now Oklahoma. The 
papers appeared until shortly before the War Between the States. 

The tremendous achievement of Sequoya’s intellect is hardly con- 
ceivable. He did a better job than the Chinese, the ancient Greeks 
or the Phoenicians. 

It is impossible to say what would have been the effect on 
Indian America had this medium of writing and reading been dis- 
covered centuries before. 

Sequoya, embittered and disillusioned, went, in his old age, in 
search of a lost tribe of Cherokees. They had settled somewhere 
in the west, so tradition had it. This Indian, old and handicapped 
by his injury, made his way into Mexico. There he died, in the 
summer of 1843. 

New Echota died when the Indians were removed. The new 
county and the new county seat of Calhoun took the people. Today 
there is nothing at New Echota. Now and then there is found some 
old relic of the past. But of Sequoya and his great mind there are 
a few old newspapers, a few old stories in musty books, to serve 
as evidence. His alphabet remains but is not in use. 

And so, nowadays, I always make it a point to salute that statue 
of Sequoya as the car drives up the Dixie highway out of Calhoun 
toward Dalton and Chattanooga. He was one of the great products 
of Georgia and one of those who has his chapter in the history of 
journalism in the state. This would have been the year to have 
had a special ceremony in his memory. But then, no one ever did 
much for Sequoya. He wouldn't expect it. I think, though, we 
ought to develop the custom of saluting that statue and saying 
“Well, done, old editor. We won't forget you.”

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The Powerful Unknown 


One of the world’s men of mystery is he who 
signed, for the Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics, the strange and startling non-aggres- 
sion pact with Germany. Ribbentrop the world 
knows; ruthless and flashy. Molotov, foreign 
minister of the U. S. S. R. few know, yet he 
is one of the world’s most powerful men, sec- 
ond only to Stalin in Russia, and, what is most 
important, possessing his utmost confidence. 

His appointment as foreign minister actual- 
ly was the “tip-off” on the now-signed agree- 
ment with Germany. In face of his known 
policies, it is difficult to believe that the Allies 
disclosed much information of military value 
to the Soviets through the medium of their 
joint military mission. Maxim Litvinov, it may 
be recorded by way of footnote, pursued a policy 
of friendship with France and with other na- 
tions happily or unhappily known as democ- 
racies. ‘ 

In his regard for Germany, Molotov often 
has stood alone among high Soviet officials, 
yet his appointment to succeed Litvinoff in- 
dicates that he had convinced Stalin of the 
wisdom of a rapprochement. Since his ap- 
pointment in 1930 as chairman of the Council 
of People’s Commissars to replace Alexei Ry- 
koff, he has laid great stress upon the need for 
the Soviet republics to maintain healthy rela- 
tions with Germany. That this goal had not 
been lost in the years of Hitler’s fulminations 
is now quite evident from the unusual terms of 
the pact, which effectively isolates Poland from 
Allied aid except at a most terrible cost. 


In this respect, it is well to keep in mind 
the factor of the close friendship of Molotov for 
the leaders of the Turkish government at An- 
kara, a relationship which may have disastrous 
results in the event of an Allied attempt to aid 
Poland by shipping troops and supplies through 
the Dardenelles into the Black Sea and through 
Rumania. 


The man who has thrown this turmoil into 
the world is a veteran revolutionary. He had 
been arrested three times before the revolution, 
twice escaping and once gaining freedom be- 
cause of extreme youth. When Stalin 
emerged after Lenin's death as the leader of all 
Russia, Molotov was drawn from comparative 
obscurity and more and more became the 
veritable right arm of the Communist chief- 
tain. His short stature and enormous, almost 
bulbous head belie the intelligence and power 
that drive him along the intensely realistic 
path of Soviet policy. 

Bitter indeed is the irony that makes one of 
the world’s least known men the possible execu- 
tioner of millions.

Poorest Have Every Legal Aid 
The Richest Can Buy 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 

When Englishmen laugh at our theory of equality, we hasten to 
say that we don’t mean equality of intelligence or social graces but 
“equality before the law.” 

That is a proud and pretty phrase, and it is quite true in refer- 
ence to the secure and well-fed and respectable middle class. Solid 
citizens are equal before the law as one $10 bill is equal to another. 

But the poor are equal only to others equally poor; for our sys- 
tem of jurisprudence makes poverty a crime, and justice a commod- 
ity that must be bought and paid for. 

When a rich man is accused of crime, the law seldom lays a 
finger on him. It deals with his lawyers, who appear for him. If he 
is accused of some offense more foul than murder, the right lawyer 
with the right political connections usually has the case “fixed” and 
kept out of court. If he is tried for murder, he can afford the kind 
of lawyers whose clients are acquitted. Even if he is found guilty, 
we never hang or electrocute a million dollars. 

If one of the solvent middle class is accused of crime, he also can 
buy justice. It may break him; it may cost him his home and all 
that he can borrow from relatives; but if he gets the money to pay 
shrewd and capable lawyers, he at least gets a trial as fair as any 
that money can provide. 

But there is no “equality before the law” for the poor man. 

In theory he is entitled to a fair trial before a jury of his peers. 
In theory he is considered innocent until proven guilty. But these 
pretty theories are ghastly farces for those who can’t pay. 

For want of money that poor man is locked up to await trial, 
while solvent professional criminals are out on bail. In some towns 
the cops work on him with a rubber hose to get a confession. Since 
he has no money to pay a capable lawyer, the court appoints some 
innocent beginner or political henchman to defend him. He is 
doomed before he faces the jury. He may be guilty, at that, but the 
point is that he gets no “equality before the law” if he cant 
pay for it. 

Who is to blame? All of us, of course, for we are citizens. But 
lawyers must bear the greater part of the blame, for they have a 
monopoly of justice. They are the sole agents of justice, denying 
it to all who cannot pay. 

There will be no justice for the poor until the ablest lawyers give 
a portion of their time to those who cannot pay, and the poor man, 
like the rich one, can command the services of the lawyer he prefers.

NEW YORK, Aug. 24—(UP)— 


The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion announced today that Louis 
(Lepke) Buchalter, industrial 
racketeer, had surrendered to J. 
Edgar Hoover, FBI director. 

Hoover, in New York for the 
past two and a half weeks work- 
ing on the “Lepke” case, refused 
to give details as to where Lepke 
was taken or how but said the 
surrender was to him personally. 

“He told me he had never left 
the borough of Manhattan,” Hoo- 
ver said. 

No Promises Made. 

“He surrendered. There was no 
money promised or paid by the 
FBI. We made him no promises 
of immunity or anything else.” 

Lepke, 42, has been the subject 
of a nation-wide search by fed- 
eral, city and New York state au- 
thorities and a price of $50,000— 
25,000 by the city and $25,000 by 
the FBI—had been placed on his 
head. 

He had been a fugitive for two 
years after running out on $10,- 
000 bail. He is wanted by fed- 
eral authorities on narcotics and 
anti-trust indictments and by the 
city in connection with racketeer- 
ing in the garment, fur and ba- 
kery businesses. 

Most Dangerous. 

District Attorney Thomas _ E. 
Dewey, of New York county, in 
stepping up the search for him 
several weeks ago, called the 
short, flatnosed fugitive the 
“most dangerous industrial rack- 
eteer in America.”
